THE FIRM’S INVESTMENTS. 

The firm is composed of the two brothers, 
Henry and Edward Morgan, and its business 
was principally in selling bills of exchange in 
European cities and dealing in cotton bulls, 
which it indorsed and made available for nego- 
tiation in the market by the étrength of its 
name, receiving for thig service a commission 
of M percent. Neither of the members of the 
house belonged to the Stock Exchange, and 
neither, so far as is known, had ever been en- 
gaged in any speculative dealing in stocks. 
Edward, the younger of the brothers, | has 
not enjoyed very good health for some 
time past, and he is now on his way home from 
Europe. Henry decided upon suspending yes- 
terday and taking no further action until the 
arrival of Edward, who is expected home by 
Monday or Tuesday of next week. The house, 
while it has never speculated in stocks or 
bonds, has been investing very heavily in rail- 
road securities for the last two or three years. 
Both the brothers had great confidence in the 
future of the Mexican National Railroad of the 
Denver & Rio Grande system, and in the value 
as an investment of the stock of 
the Mexican National Construction Company. 
Henry, who has been managing the business of 
the house for several years past, invested in 
large blocks of Denver & Rio Grande for the 
account of the firm, buying much of it, it is 
said, when it was selling at from 105 to 113 and 
continuing to bay when the market declined, 
so that he found himself heavily loaded up with 
a stock which has been constantly fal-

CHESAPEAKE & OHIO CANAL. 

. A RECEIVER ASKED FOR. 

Batons, Md., June 24. — [Speoial.]— 
Maryland's big ditch, the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Canal, which in the hands of United States 
Senator Gorman was so long the greatest polit- 
ica machine in the State, is now bankrupt, and 
today the Trustees of the mortgage bondhold- 
ers filed in the United States Court a bill for 
the appointment of a Receiver and the sale of 
the canal. It is believed that the State will 
make no opposition to this, but that it will, if 
anything, assist in the efforts to close up affairs 
and get rid of the incubus. Four million dol- 
lars have been sunk in the canal, and 
now the business has dwindled down to almost 
nothing. Last week at a meeting of the Canal 
Directors it was decided to reduce the pay of 
all employés 20 per cent. The canal is out of 
repair, and its bad management for political 
purposes has left ita complete wreck. It ex- 
tends from the Cumberland coal region to 
Alexandria. The petition is based on the fact 
that the canal has paid no interest on the 


mortgage for twenty years.

MR. BLAINE AND THE GERMANS. 
Some of the Democratic papers are now 
engaged in a fresh assault upon Mr. Blaine 
upon the ground that in 1878 he attacked 
Mr, Schurz in the Senate, and through him 


insulted the Prussians and their country. 
With characteristic unfairness, however, they 
do not state the facts inthe case, which are 
these: 

At the time Mr. Blaine made his speech in 
the Senate criticising Mr. Schurz’s action Mr. 
Schurz was Seeretary of the Interior. In his 
official capacity he had issued an order re- 
quiring settlers in the Territories to pay the 
Government a stump-tax of $1 per cord for 
all wood cut on the Government lands, and 
had dispatched an agent to Montana, where 
it was alleged most of the wood-cutting had 
been done, with authority to inspect and 
measure the wood-piles; and had besides is- 
sued an order that the settlers should use no 
wood until their piles had been measured and 
paid for. Mr. Blaine, who never hesitated 
when he believed that popular rights were 
assailed, came to the defense of the settlers 
of Montana, a large number of whom are 
Germans, not to justify trespasses on Gov- 
ernment property, but because he believed 
the order to the people not to use wood was 
without legal sanction, and because he be- 
lieved, as every one else did, that the tax 
which Mr. Schurz had assessed was grossly 
extortionate. In the course of his speech 
here is exactly what he said of Mr. Schurz 
and of Prussia, not of Germany: 

Why, Mr. President, consider the circum- 
stances. - Our country is so vast that we forget 
ite magnitude; the Secretary of the Interior 
forgets it, although charged directly with a de- 
partment of the Government which should 
study it carefully. The Territory of Montana 
contains 150,000 square miles. It is as large as 
New York, and New Jersey, and Delaware, and 
Maryland, and Pennsylvania, and Ohio all put 
together; and what is that great, dense popu- 
lation in this vast area that is threatening to 
destroy the property of the United States? 
How many people are there? The Secretary of 
the Interior does not happen to be a native of 
this country. That is not his fault, and 1 do 
not mention it with any spirit ot reproach. He 
isa native of the Kingdom of Prussia. The 
Kingdom of Prussia is 15,000 square miles 
less in extent than 
Montana, and it has a population of. 25,000,- 
000 people. Montana, with this vast area 
of mountain and mountain- has a 
sparse and adventurous population 25,000 
people. You ean place them all so that not 
one human being would be in sight or hallt 
distance of another in the entire Territory. 
They have gone out there to battle with all the 
hardships of frontier and pioneer life, and such 

is their enterprise that, within the last fifteen 
years, they have contributed to the wealth of 
the country $150,000,000 in gold and silver bull- 
ion. They bave sent inte your markets $150,- 
000,000, I t, of gold and silver bullion, 
and now the retary of the Interior, perhaps 
with the traditions of his young manhood and 
boyhood, applies to that country the land laws 
of Prussia, not the land laws of the settled 
Territories of the United States. 


There it is, in all its atrocity. No fault 
was found with it by Mr. Schurz at the time. 
No fault was found with it by Germans 
at the time, nor is any fault found with it 
now by Mr. Schurz ar by Germans, whether 
they come from Prussia’ or any other part of 
Germany. It is entirely. respectful in spirit 
and language, and it is impossible to conceive 
that any German who is possessed of ordi- 
nary sense can regard, it as an attack upon 
his race. On the pther hand, we submit 
that there is every reason why Germans 
should commend every word of it and be 
grateful to Mr. Blaine for uttering it. It was 
a defense of the rights of the people against 
an arbitrary order and an extortionate charge, 
and no race is more tenacious of its rights 
than the German. Of the 25,000 people of 
Montana fully 20 per cent are Germans. It 
was a defense, therefore, of the rights of 
Germans, who constitute the bone and sinew 
of the settlers in the Territories. More than 
this, it was a defense against the imposition 
of land laws like those of Prussia, to escape 
which so many Germans have left their 
Fatherland and come to this country. 

The only issue in this case is, Which of the 
two, Mr. Blaine or Mr. Schurz, was right in 
the dispute? and that is not a matter of na- 
tionality at all, and no sensible German will 
consider it as such. It was no more in the 
nature of an insult to the Germans than it 
would have been, had Mr. Schurz been a 
native of Pennsylvania, to have called him a 
Pennsylvanian and to have instituted a com- 
parison between the area and population of 
Montana and Pennsylvania. No sensible 
German will look upon it as such. It is only 
another of the attempts of a low set of dema- 
gogs, busy in inventing calumnies, to arouse 
a national feeling against Mr. Blaine, but it 
will not be of any avail. If they imagine 
that such a silly charge as this will prejudice 
Germans against him, they must have a low 
estimate of the sense and intelligence of that 
people, who have never yet tabooed a man 
for standing up for the rights of the people.

The cholera for 1884 has started on its 
march from a change of base. In 1882 it 
ravaged the Philippines and the Chinese and 
Japanese coasts and moved westward into 
India. In 1883 it took its way still further 
westward and halted in Egypt, where 50,000 
victims fell under its scourge. In 1884 it 
appears in France in the sc.ne month that it 
appeared in Egypt last year, and with a mor- 
tality in its first stages equally as great. 

The maritime City of ‘Toulon, a few miles 
southeast of Marseilles, has been doomed, by 
virtue of its filthiness, to be the starting- 
place of this plague.

ASSASINATION NEAR ALTON. 

ALrox, III., June 24.—| Special. |}—About 10 
o'clock last night Albert Williams, a colored 
man 64 years of age, was shot at the door of 
his own house, about eight miles north of Al- 
ton, by some person as yet unknown.
